Explanation of Terms Used 
Radio and of Its Basic 
Principles. 


Due to the great interest taken In ra 
din since broadcasting stations have 
been started, many radio terms arc 
seen and heard that may be unfamiliar 
to the novice. 
Some of the most com­ 
monly used terms are explained and 
defined below. 
Like light, heat and sound, radio 
energy is propagated In the form of a 
wave motion. 
Every one Is familiar 
with the wave motion set up on the 
surface of a still body of water by the 
dropping of a stone Into It. 
Every time a point on the surface 
of the waves goes through a complete 
set of motions and starts to repeat 
those motions the wave is said to have 
gone through a cycle. 
The number of complete cycles gone 
through per second Is the frequency. 
The human ear is responsive to 
sound frequencies up to a few thousand 
cycles per second but is not capable of 
responding to the higher frequencies 
encountered in radio. 
Arbitrarily a 
frequency of less than 10,000 cycles 
has been called an audible frequency 
—one which can be heard—and fre-* 
queneies above 10,000 cycles, radio or 
inaudible 
frequencies—because 
they 
cannot be heard by the human ear. 
The particular type of wave which 
propagates radio energy is an electro­ 
magnetic wave. 
All of us have seen 
bits of iron and steel attracted by the 
little toy magnets made up in the form 
of horseshoes. 
This attraction of the 
magnet for the bits of iron and steel 
showed the existence of a magnetic 


The high-frequency current Is known 
as the carrier-wave and its function 
is to radiate into space in the form of 
electro-magnetic waves and by its Va­ 
riation in amplitude carry with it the 
variation in the tone at the transmit­ 
ting station. 
It Is the tiequency of the carrier- 
wave that determines the wave-length 
on which a radiophone station is trans­ 
mitted. 
By experiment it has been 
found 
that 
electrom agnetic 
waves 
travel at the same velocity that light 
waves travel, that Is, 186,000 miles per 
second. 
Wave-length is the distance 
between any two similar points on two 
successive waves; for example, the dis­ 
tance from crest to crest of any two 
successive waves in the same direction, 
measured in meters, a unit of length 
equal approximately to one and one- 
tenth yards. 
Converting 186,000 miles 
to meters, the equivalent Is 300,000,000 
meters. The length of an electro-mag­ 
netic wave is equal then to 300,000,000 
divided by the frequency. 
Suppose a 
station was transmitting on a wave­ 
length of 360 meters. 
The frequency 
of the ca rrier-wave would be approxi­ 
mately 835,000 cycles. 
Just as a violinist tunes his Instru­ 
ment, that is, makes a certain string 
emit a note of higher or lower pitch, 
or, technically speaking, a sound wave 
of higher or lower frequency, by ad­ 
justing the tension on the string, so 
may the electrical constants of the 
antenna circuit of a radiophone trans­ 
mitter be changed in order to have 
the station emit a carrier-wave of a 
different frequency. 
If a tuning fork having a natural 
period corresponding to middle C be 
placed near a violinist who is playing, 
the fork will vibrate when the musi­ 
cian plays middle C, but all other times 
it will remain quiescent. This phenom­ 
enon of the tuning fork vitiatin g 
whenever the musician plays the cor­ 
responding note on the violin is known 
as mechanical resonance.

receiver be adjusted so that electrically 
its natural period of vibration will be

22,864, the most ever recorded for

com m ission. 
During

same tim e 8,260 claim s were filed 
and com pensation totalling $2,085,- 
036.92 was paid. Expenses of ad­ 
m inistering m edical attention to in­ 
jured workm en 
was 
$226,650.49, 
the figures show. 
Seven hundred sixty-three special 
hearings were held outside Oklaho­ 
ma City at an average cost to each 
county in the state of 
$233, ac­ 
cording to the summary. 
During 
the 
preceding 
year 
the 
number of accidents was given as 
22,714; 
claim s, 
5,821; 
com pensa­ 
tion $729,870.73, and medical ex­ 
pense, $226,050.49. In the first year 
the com m ission operated, 1915-16, 
the accidents totalled 7,245; claim s,

$108,713.71, 
and medical attention, $21,5446.

OHIO JOURNAL IS 
STARTING SECOND 
CENTURY MONDAY 


(B y th* A ssociated Presa) 
SANDUSKY, O., April 
24.— The 
Sandusky Register, one of the best 
known daily newspapers in Ohio, 
today celebrates the one hundredth 
anniversary of its founding. 
The 
publishers have received letters of 
congratulations and 
good 
wishes 
from President Warren G. Harding 
and others prominent in political, 
educational and newspaper life. 
It was on April 24, 1822 that 
David Campbell issued 
the 
first 
number of The Sandusky Clarion, 
which afterward became The Daily 
Sanduskian, 
and 
after 
passing 
through the hands of several own­ 
ers, became The Sandusky Register. 
In 
its centennary anniversary is­ 
sue, The Register carries a full- 
sized photographic reproduction of 
the first edition. 
The Register was 
founded 
as 
Whig paper and continued as such 
until the 
republican 
party 
was 
formed. David Campbell, its found­ 
er, previously had a printer's shop 
in Vermont and under him Horace 
Greeley learned the trade of a com­ 
positor. When Greeley founded the 
New York Tribune, he wrote to 
Campbell to ask that The Register 
be put on his exchange list. Camp­ 
bell sold the newspaper in 1843 to 
Henry D. Cooke, brother of Jay 
Cooke, the Philadelphia financier. 
Mr. Cooke later sold the property 
to go to Columbus to boom Salmon 
P. Chase for President. One of the 
later owners was Clark Waggoner 
who afterwards founded two news­ 
papers in Toledo. 
In 1869, the late Gen. Isaac Fost­ 
er Mack, who had been Washington 
correspondent, came to Sandusky and 
purchased a half interest in The 
Register from Gen. A. B. Nettleton, 
later assistant secretary of the navy 
under President Harrison In 1874, 
John T. Mack, a brother of the 
editor became a partner and took 
the business management and when 
Gen. Mack retired in 1909, he suc­ 
ceeded him as editor and publisher. 
John T. Mack died in 1915 and was 
succeeded by his 
son 
Egbert 
H. 
Mack, the present editor. John D. 
Mack, a brother, is the business 
manager.
